It 
is not believed that France will 
resort to arms to enforce her demand that 
the decree of expulsion be withdrawn, yet, 
nevertheless, the Bulgarian Minister of Fi- 
nance is going to Vienna to negotiate a loan 
forthe purpose of strengthening the army. 
Already troops have been hurriéd to Roust- 
chouk and Philipopolis and the garrisons at 
those places are now twice their usual size. 

The Republique Francaise in its issue of to- 
day declares thatthe Sultan of Turkey has 
asked France to leave it to him as Suzerain 
of Bulgaria to settle the question growing 
outof the expulsion of M, Chaoudine from 
that country. 

The Russian newspapers have taken up the 
Chaoudine incident as a topic for comment. 
They severely censure the action of Bulgaria 
in driving the French newspaper man from 
the country and characterize the Bulgarian 
Government as insolent.

‘BRITISH POLITICS, 


JOSEPH CHAMBERLAIN ADDRESSES A DEPUTA- 
TION OF LABORERS. 


LoNpoNn, Dec. 17.—A deputation of agri- 
cultural laborers have waited upon the Rt. 
Hon. Joseph Chamberlain in connection with 
the schemes proposed for bettering their con- 
dition. The deputation was com posed of men 
of Conservative or Unionist tendencies and 
their desire to know what the 
Government proposed to do in their 
behalf was probably stimulated by the recent 
conference of Liberal rural delegates held in 
London forthe purpose of deciding upon a 
course of action that would bring about a 
betterment in the condition of English and 
other agricultural laborers. 

Mr. Chamberlain assured the deputation 
that the Government was more at liberty and 
was more willing than was the opposition to 
adopt legislation looking to an ame- 
lioration of the condition of agricult- 
ural laborers throughout the country 
by the establishment of-county counciis.-- 
Mr. Chamberlain also said that the dwellings 
of the laborers would be improved, adding 
that the Government proposed at the com- 
ing session of Parliament to authorize loans 
for that purpose. It also had ready to intro- 
duce a measureto allow laborersto acquire 
small holdings and to assist them in procur- 
ing the land. The Government, Chamberlain 
also declared, had under consideration other 
measures Of spectal interest to agricultural 
laborers.

ELKINS IS THE MAN 


Appointed Secretary of War by Presi- 
dent. Harrison. 


DOES IT MEAN THAT A DICKER HAS 
BEEN MADE WITH BLAINE? 


Surprise Expressed by Many Republicans 
~The Cabin , Cfficial’s Record in 
Peace and War—History of the Star 
Route Scandal Recalled—His Career in 
Missouri—Col. Kerens Pleased. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec, 17.—The expected 
has happened.

He served in 1862-3 as a Captain in the Sev- 
enty-seventh Missouri! Regiment and in the 
latter year wentto New Mexico, where he 
was admitted to the bar in 1864. He 
also epgaged in mining and stock-ralising 
there, and accumulated a fortune. He wasa 
member of the Territorial Legislature in 
1865-6, Attorney-General of the territory in 
1868-9, and United States District Attorney in 
1870-2. Hewas then elected adelegate to 
Congress as a Republican, and served two 
terms, from 1873 to 1877, making a speech in 
18740n the admission of New Mexico tothe 
Union, which attracted much attention. In 
1875 he became interested in the West Virginia 
system of railroads and has since resided in 
New York. Mr. Elkins wasa member of the 
National Republican Committee from 1872 till 
1884. He was oneofthe foremost supporters 
of James G. Blainein the convention ofthe 
latter year, and has since been supposed to 
be identified with that gentleman’s political 
and pecuniary interests.

CONFLICT IN CANADA. 


Grave Situation Growing Out of the 
Angers-Mercier Controversy. 


QUEBEC, Dec, 17.—The crisis in the Quebec 
Cabinet hascome,. Lieut.-Gov. Angers has 
dismissed the Cabinet and called upon M. De 
Bourcherville to form a new one. 

The Liberals are very much overcome by 
the action and violence is feared in Quebec. 
Mercler’s friends advise himto take posses- 
sion of the Government building and defy the 
Lieutenaat-Governor. Mr. Mercier has a 


large number of friends behind him and vio- 
lence may result. 

There is no doubt that the Province of 
Quebec is naw on theeve of the struggle 
which has so long been predicted. The crisis 
is the outcome ofaconflict of authority be- 
tween Lieut.-Gov. Angers, the representa- 
tive of the crown,and Mr. Mercier, the head 
of the Quebec Government. Mr. Mercler was 
charged with béing implicated in the Bate 
des Chaleurs scandal, which was recently 
unearthed at Ottawa, where it was shown 
that his chief political agent, Pacaud, had 
swindled the treasury of Quebec out of $100, - 
000, which was devoted to paying the debts of 
Mr. Morcier ana other ministers. 

Lieut.-Gov. Angers thereupon called upon 
Mr. Mercier for explanation, and insisted 
upon the ng grea ofa Royal Commission 
pine mo of three Judges to hold an investi- 
gation, 

He also transmitted the correspondence 
that passed between him and the head of the 
Government to the Governor-General; and, 
contrary to all precedent, this was laid be- 
— the Dominion Parliament and made 
public. 

The publication of the correspondence cre- 
ated a great sensation, The Liberals were 
indignant, declaring that such a proceeding 
was contrary to all constitutional usage. The 
French Liberals are highly indignant, as they 
say that the action is a direct attack on the 
autonomy of the provinces. 

The greatest excitement prevails here over 
the situation, andevery one is waiting anx- 
iously to sce what willbe the result. A direct 
conflict has arisen between the Crown and 
the representatives of the people. 

The conflict may have far-reaching conse- 
quences, as the French leaders feel very sore 
over the manner in which they are being 
treated by the English party, and it would 
take very little to raise a serious conflict.

HAIR DYE,-SPECTACLES AND A WIG 


FUTILE ACCESSORIES. 


Paul Blake, the Culprit, a Well-Connected 
Young Man-—Saved From the Gallows 
— Street Thieves in Paris — Yale 
Students Victimized—Legal Complica. 
tions in the E. M. Field Case. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Dec. 17.—Yesterday 
afternoon a young man, perhaps 25, called at 
the State National Bank and presented a 
check for between $300 and $400—the paying 
teller does not recollect which sum was writ- 
ten in—drawn by A. L. Ide,a prominent 
foundry man and machine manufacturer of 
the city, and it would have been réadily 
cashed had it been drawn upon the bank’s 
own paper instead of on the blank of another 
bankinthecity. As it was not it created 
some suspicion and payment was refused. 
Immediately after the young man went to 
the Farmers’ National Bank and presented 
another check purporting to be drawn by W. 
O. Converse, a wealthy man liv- 
ing in the northern portion 
of the city. Suspicious circumstances 
again interfered and the cash was not forth- 
coming. “Then he wenttothe First National 
Bank and presented another check for $110, 
supposed to be drawn by A. L. Ide and 
Frank Tracy. The latter thought that every- 
thing was not right and detained him in con- 
versation until the police had been quietly 
notified. They came, arrested the young 
man,and placed him in hisown carriage, 
awaitingatthe door, and drove him tothe 
station. He traveled in a carriage from bank 
to bank, although the three banks visited oc- 
cupy the three corners of the public square. 

The man had dark hair, a dark mustache 
and wore colored spectacles. When at the 
police station it was noticed that he worea 
wig, and that being removed he was dlis- 
covered to be a well known young man of the 
city and highly connected. Naturally heisa 
blonde, even his mustache Is of the same 
color, but that he had dyed, and after don- 
ning a wig and putting colored spectacles on 
his nose to shade the color of his eyes, he felt 
certain that he would not be detected. When 
searched atthe stationa sponge was found 
upon him, which was said to have been 
saturated with chloroform, but that has been 
since denied. 

W. A. Converse, whose name was forged to 
one of the checks, is an uncle of his, and has 
been making strenuous efforts to suppress the 
publication of the facts. The young man’s 
name is Paul Blake and he used to be quite a 
society man here, He worked in the office of 
A. L. Ide & Sona few years ago, but was dis- 
charged for alleged irregularities. Then he 
drifted to Chicago, and has but recently re- 
turned, 

It was his intention evidently to have one 
orallof the checks cashed, then jump into 
the carriage he had with him, make for the 
nearest out-going train and escape. The 
wig and spectacles and the mustache could 
have been readily dispensed with, so that 
any description of him would be merely mis- 
leading. 


STREET ROBBERIES. 


FOOTPADS’ CARNIVAL IN THE FRENCH CAPITAL— 
BOLD ATTACKS. 


PARIS, Dec. 17.—Never before in the history 
of Paris has the work of footpads Deen done 
so boldly. Despite all the efforts of the po- 
lice to capture the criminals itis absolutely 
unsafe for unprotected women to walk 
abroad.

The lady fell under the 
wheels of a passing carriage, but fortunately 
was only slightly bruised about the shoulders, 
asthe coachman succeeded in alae his 
horses intime. The robber escaped.

A SIGNIFICANT ORDER ISSUED BY THE 
NAVY DEPARTMENT. 


Movements of Warships Not to Be Made 
Public~The Andean Republic Delays 
Her Reply to Blaine’s Demand-—Piot to 
Burn the American Legation at Santi- 
ago and Murder Refugees. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 17.—Itis no ex- 
aggeration to say that the feeling in official 
circles here isthat the Chilian affair ts fast 
approachinga crisis. The reply ofthe Chil- 
lan government to the demand of the United 
States for an apology and reparation for the 
murder of the Baltimore’s sallors is expected 
in a few days. 
issued at the Navy Department. It Is to the 
effect that hereafter the movements of naval 
vessels shall not be given out by the depart- 
ment.

WAYS AND MEANS, 
NAMES OF THE MEMBERS WHO WILL PROBABLY 
COMPOSE THE COMMITTEE. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., Dec. 17.—Speaker Crisp 
is discreetly silent on the make-up of the 
House committees. It is generally conceded 
that Springer and Holman will have the 
chairs of Ways and Means and Appropria- 
tions. This much settled, speculation now 
turns on tne composition of Mr. Springer’s 
committee. While Speaker Crisp has cgre- 
fully refrainéd from making any comprehen. 
e statement onthis subject, even to his 


most intimate friends, the best informed 
members of the House have already frameda 
committee which meets with such unanimous 
appr: vaithat its adoption by the Speaker 
and Mr. Springeris regarded asa matter of 


extreme probability. To borrow a phrase 
frequently heard, during the Speakership 
contest, ‘‘it follows the logicof the situa- 
tion.’’ 

THE PROBABLE LIST. 

Little doubt now remains thatthe Wars 
and Means Committeein this Congress will 
consist of fifteen members, ten of whom will 
be Democrats and five Republicans. Messrs, 
McMillin of Tennessee, Turner of Georgia, 
end Breckinridge of Arkansas, are named for 
their old places on the committee, Mr. 
Stevens of Massachusetts is put down very 
positively, as is also Mr. Whiting of Michi- 
gan. Mr. Fitch is designated as the repre- 
sentative of the Empire State, and Mr. Outh- 
waite isselected fromthe Ohio delegation. 
Messrs. Bryan of Nebraska and Shively or 
Bynumof Indiana complete the Democratic 
side of the committee. 

Only threeof the Republicans who were 
members of the committee in the Fifty-first 
Congress are members of the present House. 
They are Messrs. Keed, Burrows and Mc- 
Kenna. It is thought that,in view of the 
probable ‘selection of Mr. Whiting of Michi- 
gan, Mr. Burrows will not serve on the Ways 
and Means, but will be restored to his old 
place on the Appropriations Committee, in 
which there‘are several vacancies. Mr. Bur- 
rows will doubtless be a member or the Com- 
mittee on Rules. Thestwo important as- 
signments will compensate for his retirement 
from the Ways and Means. 

Judge Gear of Iowa is not a memper of the 
present House, and his place on the commit- 
tee will probably be assigned to Mr. Hender- 
son of the same State. Representative Har- 
mer is siated from Pennsylvania, and the 
fifth place will go to either Haugen of Wis- 
consin, Russell of Connecticut, or to Payne 
of New York if the Speaker decides to give 
the Empire State two representatives upon 
the committee. 

A &8TRONG COMBINATION, 

The great strength of this committee is 
apparent aton@e. Itis madeup from every 
section ofthe United States. The States of 
Maine, Massachusetts, New York, Pennsyl 
vania, Ohio, Uiinois, Wisconsin, Michigan, 
Indiana, lowa, Nebraska and Uallfornia are 
included in its membership. 

The progressive spirit of the East and the 
enterprise of the Westare fully represented 
by such men as Stevens, Fitch, Reed, Har- 
mer, Henderson, Outhwaite and Bryan. The 
hew South, with its reviving industries, finds 
Hitting exponents in McMillin of Tennessee 
and Turner of Georgia, while Breckenridge 
Stands for the great agricultural community 
of the Southwest. 

While three and possibly four members of 
the Democratic majority of the committee 
here named were members of Mr. Mills’ com- 
mittee in the Fiftieth Congress, yet the policy 
laid down by Senator Crisp will surely be 
faithfully carried out. It will be Mr. Spring- 
er’s task to frame several bills placing upon 
the free list such articles as wool, cotton ties 
binding twine, lumber ana salt. 4 

The majority of the members of the com. 
mittee above named are known to favor un- 
reservediy this policy. Mr. Stevens of Massa- 
chusetts has already committed himself to 
this course and his utterances on the subject 
have done much to commend him to Speaker 
Crisp and to make his sejection almost cer- 
tain. Representative Whiting’s views coin. 
cide exactly with those of Mr. Springer. 

Mr. Fitch is also committed to Judge Orisp’s 
policy. , 

Mr. Outhwaite has been in entire accord 
with Speaker Crisp since the Mills bill failed 
to pass the Senate in the Fiftieth Congress. 
The Ohio member was actively employed in 
behalf of Mr. Crisp’s candidacy throughout 
the summer, and the pledges given by him to 
his colleagues in the Buckeye State have al- 
ready been paitially redeemed by the selec- 
tion of Mr. Springer for the Chairmanship of 
the Ways and Means Committee. 

Mr. Bryan of Nebraska étrongly favors a 
conservative policy, and if Mr, Shively repre- 
sents the State of Indianaon the committee 
he can be counted upon to do all in his power 
to carry out the Speaker’s views. 

THE SOUTHERN MEMBERS. 

Mr. Turner of Georgia is a close friend of 
Speaker Crisp and is on record as indorsing 
a policy which has for its object practical re- 
suits rather than political buncombe. 

While Mr. McMillin and Mr. Breckinridge 
have been considered as strong rtisans of 
Mr. Mills, itis believed they will lend their 
aid to securing the passage of the indepen- 
dent measures which will be the first charge 
of the committee.

—Progress of the Trial. 


DENVER, Colo., Dec. 17.—There is no abate- 
ment of interest in the trial of Dr; Thomas 
Thatcher Graves for poisoning Mrs. Josephine 
Barnaby. The court-room was filled an hour 
before Judge Rising took his seat on the 
bench this morning. After the Sheriff 
had announced that court was in session 
Edward Bennett was recalled to the stand. 
He identified a letter that he wrote and 
signed for Mrs. Barnaby. This was written 
to Mrs. Worrell and invited the latter to ac- 
company Mrs. Barnaby to California. He 
identified another letter written by Dr. 
Graves to Mrs. Barnaby. In thisthe doctor 
said he Nas been ill and that the letter 
was written by his wife at his dictation. He 
spoke of her contemplated trip to the West 
and praised Cuba as a place much more 
pleasant thanthe West. He aidviseda visit 
to Havana with Miss Hanley, for he thought 
she could not go withouta suitable compan- 
ion. 

Another letter, written by the doctor to 
Mrs. Barnaby, was now read by Mr.Reid. The 
doctor spoke ofthe bad weather in Provi- 
dence and said the ‘‘robin needed an 
ulster.’’ He expressed gladness at her re- 
covery from a sprained ankle and spoke of 
collecting her rents and of placing 
the money inthe banks, Some of the tenants 
wanted repairs made and he toli them he 
would do so as soon as Mrs. Barnaby re- 
ceived a large payment.

Barnaby, 
LINES OF DEFENSE SHATTERED. 

The line of defense which Dr. Graves* 
counsel will ultimately fall back upon and 
adopt isnot yetclear, A three-sided defense 
was hinted at: First, that Mrs. Barnaby did 
not die from arsenical poisoning, but from 
natural causes; second, that the bottle had 
originally contained Whiskey, which had 
been tampered with, and with the contents 
of which arsenic had been mingled; third, 
that the Worrells Knew more about the pres- 
ence ofthe poison in that bottie than any 
other people, and that Mrs. Worrell’s illness 
was feigned, 

All of these defenses have been completely 
shettered, for it has already been proved 
beyond a shadow of doubt that Mrs. Barnaby 
was killed by partaking of arsenate of pot- 
ash, that the bottle had not been tampered 
with, either after its receipt orsince Mrs. 
Barnaby’s demise and that it never con- 
tained a drop of whisky and thirdly, that it 
was Mrs. Barnaby who prepared the fatal 
‘*hot whiskies’’ and that Mrs. Worrell not 
only narrowly escaped death, but that her 
system to-day is seriously affected by the 
results of the arsenical poisoning. 

FACTS ESTABLISHED. 

Not only has it been proved that Dr. 
Graves knew Mrs.Barnaby’s Denver address, 
but that he mailed her medicine ;this year. 
This proof was so conciusive that Dr.Graves’ 
counse! finally admitted the factto the jury. 
Dr. Graves had intended, from the opening 
mace by Judge Furman, to deny that he ever 
said that he thought Bennett sent the bottle 
of poison and,in speaking on this int, 
Judge Furman had referenceto the inter- 
views claimed by the Governmentto have 
been had by Eastern newspaper men with 
the doctor. But now John R. schermerborn 
of this city takes the witness-stand and 
swears thatonthe day Graves arrived here 
to escort Mrs. Barnaby’s remains home he 
charged the responsibility for the malling of 
the bottle of poison upon the Bennetts, and 
this backs up the evidence which the Eastern 
newspaper men will becalled upon to give 
this week.

BATON RovGE, La., Dec. 17.—The split in 
the ranks of the Loulsiana Democracy,whicl 
was inevitable, as toretold in these dis 
patches yesterday, was precipitated in this 
way. Aconference of committees from the 
Lottery and anti-lottery wings ofthe party 
was held yesterday. At the conference the 
Adams (orantis) madethis proposition as a 
basis of compromise: Thatall frivolous con- 
tests be dismissed; that all discussions as to 
the submission of the lottery amendment to 
white primaries be abandoned; that the con- 
vention place in the Democratic platform an 
anti-lottery plank, and that proper assur- 
ances be given forthe faithful carrying out 
of its provisions. The McKEnery Com- 
mittee replied that its caucus was 
composed of both pro-lottery and anti- 
lottery men who had come alike instructed to 
submit the lottery question to white prima- 
ries. The McEnery delegations, with the 
possible exception of six, had Been Instructed 
to so submit to the people, who had voted for 
them as delegates, For the McEnery men 
now to insert the plank requested wou!d be 
to abandon their position, This they refused 
to do and the conference came to an end. 
The expected bolt was on, and the Demo- 
crats of Louisiana divided into two camps. 
The antis cut adrift and at once Organized an 
independent convention. 
THE TWO CONVENTIONS. 

The McEnery, or Pro-Lottery, Democrats, 
finding that there was no hope of getting the 
deserters back, determined to go on without 
them.

Meeting of the Committee Which Will 
Investigate It. 

The special committee appointed for the 
purpose of investigating the sale of the Poly- 
technic bullding by the preceding board, held 
its first meeting last night in the commiittee- 
room. The members present were Chairman 
Huttig, Messrs. Holthaus, Blair, Spinning, 
Brockman and Barthold and  “Secre- 
tary Player.

Lonis Girl's Awful Experience at 
Bismarck, Mo, : 


AGNES O’BRYAN’S STORY OF HER AD- 
VENTURE WITH RUFFIANS. 


She Was Insulted by Strange Mén and 
Forced Into a Box Car, but She Got 
Away From Her Captors—The Girl 
Started to Walk to St. Louis to See Her 
Mother. 


Miss Agnes O’Bryan, who had such a ter- 
rible experience with a crowd of young 
ruMfians in arailroad car at Bismarck, Mo., 
is now at the home of her mother, 1916 Pine 
street, thiscity. She was seen there to-day 
and told the story of her adventures. 
She is a large, well - developed 
girl for her aze, whichis 14 years, and her 
strength stood her in good stead last Monday 
evening. 

‘*l was on my way from Mine LaMotte to 
St. Louis,’’ she remarkeG to-day. ‘‘Mamma 
sent me- to my uncle, Mr. Edward 
Abbey of Mine LaMotte, Nov. 2, 
last. I have been going to school there to an 
academy. I grew homesick. I wanted to see 
mamma again, and I could not bear to be 
away from her any longer. Last 
Monday morning I =tIleft' uncle’s. I 
determined I would not go to 
school, but would set out for St. Louis, even 
iflhad to walk all the way. I reached the 
Iron Mountain railroad track, and walked 
along the rails toward Bismarck, twenty- 
three miles away. I trudged along 
for a short time without 
any interference. But three men met me 
after [had gone some distance. They would 
not let me alone, but pulled my hair, jerked 
my dress, and shoved me into the 
mud. I tried to defend myself 
but I could only keep them at bay. Wearied 
by the long waik and almost starved, I kept 
on my way, butthe scoundrels would give 
meno peace. I had notimetothink of any- 
thing but my honor. AsI got near Bismarck 
the men became bolder and __iter- 
rified me with ‘their expressions. I 
reached Bismarck about 8 o’clock. It is a 
small town with very fewinhabitants. I saw 
no one who might come to my rescue. The 
men hustled me along the track and jostied 
me oes Poors me until 1 was hardly able 
to stand, It Was impossible for me to go 
pany further. I could never think of walking 
another inch toward home. As We ap- 
proached some cars the men pointed toa 
caboose and told meit wasthecar to St. Louls. 
I was anxiousto get on atrain away from 
those men, but I could not beileve anything 
they told me. 

FORCED INTO A CAR, 

I was shoved along, however, toward the 

car through the mud and over the tracks. 


I determined I would never enter it, 
although I was not sure but 
it was the car to st. Louls 
for I did not know the difference betweena 
freight trainand a passenger train. Just 
then two other men, whom I had not 
seen before, came up § from where 
they were standing near the car, 
and asked me if I wanted the train to St. 
Louls. I said I did, 

‘*This is the train,’’ they said. I could do 
nothing but believe them, because I sus- 
pected no villainy fromthem, lIentered aad 
the men rushed inafter me. They all went 
out but one, however,and he locked the 
doors. He took rubber coats: and hun 
them over the windows. This 
ened mé, so that I b 
fear for the most terrible results. 
sure it was no passenger train, andI asked 
him what be was covering the windows for. 
He gave no answer and I rushed to 
one of the windows which he had not covered 
and I screamed at the topof my voice. He 
tried to stop me, but I screamed the louder 
and fonght him away withall my might. In 
a moment I rushed away from him and ran to 
the door, 

HER ESCAPE. 

The lock was a spring one, and I quickly 
opened the door and ran out into 
the night. I hurried over the 
track toward a hotel and rang 
the huge bellatthe door. No one came and 
noone was inside the office. I stood there 
shivering and frightened. My dress 
was torn to tatters and I had 
no protection against the cold. 
I listened and heard some men in a room say 
that a crowd of rufflans were following a 
pretty girlabout down on the track. One 
man spoke up and said he weuld go and see 
if she was a good girl. 

** *If she is,’ he said, ‘I will protect her.’ 
He came out and met me atthe door, I told 
him my story as bestI could, and he took 
compassion on me. He took me 
to the depot and cared for me 
during all the long night until the train for 
St. Louls came in at sa. m. Tuesday. He 
bought me a ticket and placed 
me on the car for St. Louls. 
The gentleman’s name was J. P. 
Warner. He isa passenger conductor and 
his kindness and honor I will never forget. I 
got into the Union Depot. Tuesday 
morning and hurried to mamma’s house. 
Itold her my story;she was nearly heart- 
broken, But she was overjoyed cause I 
escaped without any injury, and without any 
stain or further harm than a torn dress.’’ 

Detectives Hobbs and Howard are investi- 
gating the St. Louis end of the case. They will 
endeavor to obtain from Miss O’Bryah a de- 
scription of ber assailants and learn whether 
she can identify any ofthem.

KANSAS BANKS. 


State Examiner Chas. F. Johnson’s State- 
ment. 


ToPpEKA, Kan,, Dec. 17.—Chas. F. Johnson, 
State Bank Examiner, completed, this morn- 
ing, his first statement of the condition of 
the State and private banks under the new 
law. The new law makes it possible for 
the first time to discover the true 


financial condition of the Kansas banks. Un- 
der the old law the State and private banks 
were compeiled to report tothe Secretary of 
State, but the iaw had long since 
become a dead letter and every 
thing was running haphazard. The report 
pet com pleted embodies the statement of 249 

tate and sixteen private banks. These in- 
clude all banksin the State except the 12 
national banks. The report shows total re- 
sources of State and private banks aggregat- 
ing $30,257,981.27. Of this amount $20,000,000 
is ~~ by the State banks and $10,000,- 
000 by the private banks. Bank Commis- 
sioner Johnson stated this morning that the 
banks were in much better condition now 
than when the first examination was made 
and that the banks all over the State are de- 
creasing their real estate holdings.

Hon. James O. Broadhead Tells Exactly 
What Mr. Vest Said on the Subject of 
the Presidential Nomination—He Re- 
greté the Party’s Tendency—Lon Vv. 
Stephens Interviewed. 


Col. James 0. Broadhead was interrogated 
this morning relative to the authenticity of 
the interview published in which he was rep- 
resented to voice Senator Vest’s prefer- 
ence g@for Senator Hill for the 
presidency. Said Col. Broadhead: ‘‘The 
interview was all right, as far as it went, but 
did not fully state the case. I called upon 
Senator Vest at his home, he being indis- 
posed, and had a talk with him. He re- 
gretted the drift of sentiment which de- 
Cleveland’s availability. 
It was on the Saturday night be- 
fore Mr. Crisp’s selection for the Speak- 
ership that the convention took place 
and the result proved Mr. Vest’s keen insight 
into politics. He saw that Mr. Cleveland’s 
influence had waned and that the hands 

Hill.and Gorman were s50 _ strong 
the party that one of them 
perforce be the strongest can- 
didate before the Democratic Convention. 
When Senator Vest pronounced in favor 
of Hill’s or Gorman’s candidacy, he did not 
voice his personal choice, but only indicated 
his opinion asa politigjan. Mr. Vest’s views 
were undoubtedly formed upon opinions 
expressed by the leading menof the party 
with whom the Senator is in close 
relation. The final triumph of Mr. Crisp and 
the route of Mr. Mills emphasizes the utter-

By the by, the Senator is much improved in 


health and is Mop ae at Beaufort, N.C., 
Col. Hatch being with him.’’ 


Lon Stephens Confident. 


Lon V. Stephens, State Treasurer, was seen 
at the Southern Hotel this morning. He is 
just rallying from a spell of la grippe and 
appeared to be suffering from his eyes, 
which, in former years, gave him great an- 
noyance, He stated,-.concerning his candl- 
dacy, that while he had several active 
and worthy competitors it was giving him 
little or no concern. ‘‘I have had consider- 
able experience in State, Congressional and 
county politics, and I have always found the 
Democratic party willing and anxious to in- 
dorse one who has proven faithful and dill- 
gent. I have never before sought an office at 
the hands of my party, and am now only 
serving wut by appointment the term of 
another. I feel sure from the encourage- 
ment I am receiving from all quarters of 
the State, that I have the confidence of the 
people.

A STORY OF NICK BELL AND AN ELEC-

Remarkable Mortality From the Grip 
Shown in the Burial Certificates—The 
City Smoke Overcome by a St. Louis 
Engineer—A Crank in the Mayor’s 
Office. 


The Iron Mountain track, laid without au- 


} thority across South Main street, is likely to 


stay. Mayor Noonan said to-day: ‘‘Ilam not 
fully advised of allthe circumstances ofthe 
case, and I don’t know whatI shall do about 
ae 

‘*‘Would you grant a permit to keep it 
there, after it has been laid illegally?’’ 

‘*That would depend upon the reason for 
its laying,’’ said the Mayor. ‘‘If there was 
a necessity for it I should let it stay, but if it 
is a mere private snap, I should not give the 
permit.’’ 

As the switch was laid to accommodate the 
quarrymen, Herman Ruecking & Oo., it 
seems to be what the Mayor 
calls a private snap, and the 
Street Commissioner considers it an 
illegal occupation of acity street. To get it 
upan immense amount of formality would 
have to be gone through with, involving a 
complaint to the Mayor by Supt. JohnC. 
Lohrum, who had just graded the street, a 
reference of that report by the Mayor to the 
Street Commissioner, a recommendation by 
the Commlssioner to the Board of Public 
Improvements and a request from 
that body tothe City Counsellorto order the 
City Marshaltotake up the track. Supt. 
Lohrum for some reason seems to be afraid 
of the railroad or the contractor who has had 
the switch laid and heis unwilling to set the 
ballin motion. The commissioners take very 
little interest in the audacious trespass by 
the railroad on a public street, and think 
that the track will stay. 


Science Overcomes St. Louis Smoks. 


Fora long time past the city engineers 
have been driven to their wits’ end bythe 
dense smoke ofthe city which often, when 
they were out making important observa- 
tions, would become s5s0 dense that the 
transit men could not see the targets and 
would have to abandon their work and go 


back to their offices. B.H. Colby, the first 
assistant engineer of the Sewer 
Department, was very much _ dissatisfied 
with this state of affairs, and he pondered 
over those frequent interruptions to his field 
work until he fell upon a plan to avoid. them. 
Engineer Colby, before hecameto St. Louis, 
was engaged in surveying onthe lakes, where 
the beliotropeis used. The heliotrope is a 
Simple mirror by whichtherays of the sun 
are flashed a long distance. Any boy 
who has worried his sister by flashing light 
into thelr eyes froma looking-glass has been 
usinga heliotrope. This St. Louis engineer 
discovered by experiment that he could 
make the light from a little mirror penetrate 
even the DbDilackest smoke, and he wentto 
work to work to seeif he couldn’t make the 
mirror flash take the place of the target which 
had become entirely useless exceptin clear 


‘| weather. He set upa tripod and fixed a little 


round mirror over its center, working on 
axes, sothat it could flash thelight in any 
direction. Onan arm reaching out from the 
tripod a footor sohe fixed a piece of card- 
board, pierced withasmallhole. Setting up 
the tripod on the point where the target 
would Ifaye been, he flashed a ray of light, 
thin as a sunbeam, through the minute hole 
in the cardboard towards the man with the 
transit, who wasa mile away. The transit 
man had another mirror, adjusted like the 
first, and the two flashes, sending lines of 
light through the smoke impenetrable 
to the eye, directed each other tiil 
the target man ot his flash 
directly into the tube of the transit and 
across the two hairs init which make the ac- 
curacy. Thenthe transit man sighted along 
that line of ight through the smoketo the 
tripod and got his angle with perfect correct- 
hess. 

Engineer Colby’s experiments were so suc- 
cessful that he is now using the heliotrope al- 
most entirely for his work inthe city,whether 
itis clear or smoky, and his targets have 
fallen into disuse. Itis the first time that 
the sun signals Lave now been applied to 
surveying in a city, and Engineer Colby 
thought the step of enough importance to put 
& modest little note about it in a report he 
has made concerning the progress of his 
topographical survey of St. Louis.

A Twelve Club League to Be Formed and 
St. Louis and Louisville to Be Allowed 
to Play Sunday Games-—The Surplus 
Players Will Be Distributed by a Com- 
mittee. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 17.—The League 
sat up all night In session with the conference 
joint committee and after that body had 
heard the complete demands ofthe Milwau.- 
kee, Columbus and Chicago clubs; at 4 
o’clock the League adjourned without reach- 
ing any finalresult. This final result Presi- 
dent Young, Von Der Aheand others said 
would be reached about noon, at the 
joint meeting of both organizations. The 
Association met at 11 o’clock to hear the re- 
port of the committee, and at this meeting 
the ratification of the new plan ts to occur. 
The details of the new League, including 
the distribution of players, preserva- 
tion of the national agreement, Sun- 
day ball towns and like matters 
were discussed atlength. The first matter— 
the distribution of players—Mr. Scandrett 
of Pittsburg says, will undoubtedly be left 
to a committee, when the consolidation 
occurs each club will present its demand for 
the players not reserved that it wants. 

WILL DIVIDE THE PLAYERS. 

The committee will be authorized to divide 
the players to equally strengthen the clubs.

The Cumberland Presbyterians Discuss 
It This Morning. 


THE PASTOR’S AND PRESBYTERY’S RE- 
LATION TO THE WORK. : | 


The Pastor Said to Be the Center of a 
Movement—The Presbytery’s Right to 
Censure Evokes a Lively Discussion— 
Episcopal and Presbyterial Govern- 
ment Compared. 


The last day’s session of the Cumberland 
Presbyterian Missionary Conference was 
called to orderin Lucas Avenue Church at 9 
o’clock this morning by Rev. J. B. Mitchell. 
The devotional half hour was led by 
Rev. T. B, Tulliver. The work 
before the conference was the 
discussion of home missionsand church ex- 
tension. The pastors’ remarks showed a 
disposition to keepa good eye onthe home 
fleld and not pay all attention to foreign 
work. When it came down to 
a question of practical methods the 
pastors were a little at sea, and 
indulged in a great deal of discussion. |The 
session, however, was very lively and 
profitable. 

THE PASTORS’ HOUR. 

From 9:30 to 10:30 was the pastors’ 
hour. Rev. W. C. Logan led in_ the 
discussion on ‘‘The Pastor and Church 
Extension.’’ His position owas that 
everything did not revolve around the pastor 
and hissynod. Hewantedto see the infiu- 
ence of the church planted in Alaska, Mexico, 
the Northwest and the South, He was a 
firm bellever in foreign missionary 
work. Bro. Ward believed that church 
extension began athome. If he could touch 
those near him, he felt that he could reach 
out to others throughthem. In his opinion 
the church which grew spiritually would 
grow in every other way. Bro. Nels 
continued the discussion, comment- 
ing on the number of 
tors and congregations who 
it a waste of money to contribute to church 
extension. He was followed by Bro. Allison, 
who stirred up the Assembly by declaring 
that so far the conference had done nothing 
definite or practical. He said if the members 
kept up their theoretical discussions 
the work of the conference would 
allgoupinair. He moved that Dr. Taylor 
Bernard’s resolutions for the appointment of 
synodical missionaries be taken from tne 
table and acted*upon. sefore his motion 
could be voted upon the Chairman cut offall 
action by announcing that the hour for dis- 
cussing the next topic had arrived, 

Secretary Miller read messages of greeting 
from the Woman’s Board at Evansville, 
which were ordered spread upon the minutes 
and the Corresponding Secretary instructed 
to send & suitable yg 

**The Presbytery in Relation to the Work,’’ 
was taken = by Rev. A. B. Johnson, who ex- 
cused himself from leading in the discussion 
and introduced Rev. T. W. Cannon. Dr. 
Cannon stated that church extension was the 
great work of their church; that its 
form of government was Presbyterian, 
that is the power of the 
church was centered inthe Presbytery, but 
he bewalled the fact that the church did not 
carry out its form of government. He. pro- 
pounded the query, ‘Shall it be inquired in 
the Presbytery whether the members shall 
be asked ifthey have complied with the or- 
ders of the General Assembly, and in case 
they have failed to doso shall they be cen 
sured?’’ He thought they should. 

Bro. Tallifer said there was danger of the 
church spreading itself too farand Bro. Hen- 
derson following him spoke on supplied con- 
gregations. Bro. raley, going back 
to Dr. Cannon’s query, said that 
they had strong resolutions from _ the 
General Assembly, laws from the Synods and 
Presbyteries, but no executive power to 
force their observance. ‘*‘Wecannot punish 
men in ourchurch,’’ hesaid. ‘‘There is no 

lace where they can be convicted except be- 
ore the bar of Heaven.’’ Brother Whatley 
said the members had shown plenty of 
pugnacity and it would be well for them to 
take it home witb them for use in their pres- 
bytery. In his opinion ministers who failed 
to obey the orders of the General Assembly 
should be censured by the presbytery. Bro. 
McPherson was notin favor of force but of 
moral suasion. Bro. Johnson was strongly 
in favor of censure when it was needed. 

HOW TO RAISE CONTRIBUTIONS. 

Rev. Taylor Bernard then reada paperon 
‘*The Presbyterial Secretary and his Func- 
tions.’’ His paper spokein favoft of Presby- 
terial government asagainst Episcopal and 
contained a number of practical suggestions 
in the way ofraising contributions. Discus- 
sion on the paper was shutoff and thecon- 
ference proceeded to pass resglutions. After 
an hour’s discussion, motions to amend, re- 
comm it and reconsider,the following resolu- 
tions were finally adopted: 

Resolved, That the Board of Missions in connec- 
tion with the synodsappointa synodical missionary 
who shall bea medium ofinformation between the 
synods and the board. 

Thatitshalibe hisduty to gasher and formulate 
statistics, to resuscitate weak churches, suggest the 
appointment of new pastors and recommend the 
erection of new churches without interfering with 
tne rights of any Presbytery and assist pastors in the 


work. 

Resolved, That an annual missionary conference 
be held by each synod. 

Resolved, That the cause of missionary work will 
be advanced by wakinga member of each synod a 
correspondent of the Board of Missions and that 
these members shall attend the annual meeting of 
said board and have 4a vote on all matters that come 
posses it; further, that their expenses be paid by the

Murderer Fitzgerald Goestothe Gallows 
in the Ohio Penitentiary. 


CoLuMBus, O., Dec. 16.—Before the sun 
rises to-morrow W. E. Fitzgerala will suffer

The Supreme Court of the State re- 
fused to entertain the motion, and onthe 
9th of the present month the murderer 
learned that his last hope was gone, 

After the Supreme Court last week denied 
the condemned man a new trial, and it was 
known all hope was gone, as Gov. Campbeil 
had expressed his intention of not interfer- 
ing, Warden Dyer removed Fitzgerald from 
the murderer’s cage in the annex to the 
death cell in the second story andon a $level 
with the scaffold. Before being transferred 
to the death cell he was stripped 
of every stitch of clothing and given 
a new suit that nothing by 
which he could take his life might be smug- 
gied intothe cell. Monday afternoon he was 
allowed to spend with his wife in the recep- 
tion room of the death department of the 
prison, being closely watched all the time by 
a& guard, whosaw that nothing passed from 
the woman to her condemned husband. That 
night he asked that his wife be permitted to 
take supper with him, but this request was 
Gented and Fitzgerald was returned to the 
death cell after bidding hits wife a most af- 
fectionate farewell. About 2 0’ciock ‘ruesday 
morning the death-wotcb, who was 
constantly on guard outside the cell, 
noticed that Fitzgerald was very restless 
and soon he began to moan. Dr. Warde, the 
night physician, was at once &uminoned and 
he was not long in discovering that itzgeraid 
had itaken morphine. He was unconscious 
when the doctor arrived,the convulsions had 


ceased and appearances inilicated that the 
doomed man’s effort to cheat the -allows 
would be successful.

DEEP WATER CONVENTION. 


Purpose and fcope of the Meeting at De- 
troit, Michigan. 

DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 17.—The Deep Water- 
ways Convention, which convenes in the 
Light Infantry Armory this morning, is an 
assemblage of distinguished men, which 
promises to take an important placein the 
history of the country even if it only makes 
one step in the direction of the ultimate ob- 
ject of convention, that of making seaports 
of the cities of the great lakes. In a communi- 


cation to the Board of Trade of Detroit, July 
14, 1syi, Congressman J. Logan Chipman was 
the first to propose this convention, and 
he cutitnell the subjects which 

in his opinion, should have tie attention of 
the delegates, @o the daring scheme of link- 

ing thelakes andthe Atlantic together he 
gave more space than to allthe others com- 

bined. Upon receipt of Congressman Ship- 
man’s letter, the Board of Trade approached 
the Merchants and Mauufacturers’ Exchange 
and the Vessel Owners’ Association. Asa 
result a circular letter to the commercial 
bodies of lake cities inviting co-operation. 
This was heartily givenand shortly after a 
formal call was issued for the gathering 
which assembled this morning. 

The call recites that the work of the con- 
vention will be tu ‘‘consider questions relat- 
ing to much needed improvements in the 
channels of water communication through 
our great lakes, making twenty and twenty- 
one feet the minimum depth throughout 
their entire length; the location of Hght- 
houses; the deepening of important harbors, 
and possibly the most feasible route for con- 
necting these lakes with tide-water by a deep 
water channel that will float our largest 
vessels,’”’ 

In regard to the main subject Gen. O. M. 
Poe’s report, published some weeks ago, is 
tothe point. From adepth of nine and one- 
half feet, a course of sixteen feet has been 
obtained by dredging, and this deepening 
was foliowed by a g#reat increase of traffic, 
which now cries for twenty-one feet depth. 
Gen. Poe saysthat the dredging should he 
done at six places inthe following order: 
Sallors’ encampment, St. Clair flats, Grosse 
point plats, mouth ofthe Detroit River, foot 
of Lake Huron and the shoals near Round 
Island. Further, Gen. Poe saysthat all this 
can be done at a cost of $3, 339,557.96. 

As to the channel tothe tide, vessel men 
are not united regarding the possibility, and 
the result of such a great undertaking and 
in the meeting there will be, without doubt, 
much opposition to it, The supporters of 
this vast project are growibg in numbers, 
and they will rest satisfied for the time in the 
belief that a twenty-one foot channel from 
Duluth tothe Atlantic must be inevitably 
followed by the desire for an outlet to the sea 
later on, 

All commercial associations or organiza- 
tions of cities or States situated upon or ad- 
jacent with or tributary tothe lakes, and 
incorporated cities simliarly located having 
no commercial organization to be repre- 
sented wereinvited to send each five dele- 
gates as membersof this convention. The 
committee, by special communication, in- 
vited the Governor of each State bordering 
on the lakes tocome tothe convention, and 
also requesting thathe appoint five citizens 
of his State to act with him as membDers. 


Commercial associations or delegates 
desiring to submit to the con- 
vention for its consiueration opinions 


relative to the Interests named, were invited 
to cqme prepared with such matters as they 
might wish tootver. That the invitation has 
been very generally accepted is evinced by 
the numerous delegations present, the mem- 
bers of which are most enthustastic over the 
contemplated projects and show great in- 
terest in the proceedings. 

AS far as can be learned delegates have 
been appointed by the Governor and are 
present from the following States: Ohio, Ill- 
inols, Minnesotaand Michigan. The follow- 
Ing cities aiso have representatives present: 
Oswego, N. Y.; Ashtabula, O0.; Green Bay, 
Wis.; Grand Rapids, Marquette, Houghton 
and Sault Ste. Marie, Mich.. Elghteen com- 
mercial organizations from fhe Lake Dis- 
tricts are represented. They are as follows: 
Duluth Board of Trade, Duluth Chamber of 
Commerce, Superior. 

A number of other addresses were made 
and suggestions offered by river pliots, at 
the close of which the report of the 
Committee on resolutions was read. The 
resolutions demand an appropriation of 
$5,000,000 a year for the Missour! River 
improvements and $7,000,000 a _ year for 
the improvement of the Mississippi. 
There was no manifest opposition to the 
adoption of the resolutions, buta motion to 
adjourn until2 p. m. was put and carried. 
The resolutions will douDtless be adopted.

Edwardsville—Boyle Sentenced. 


EDWARDSVILLE, Dec. 17.—Patriek Boyle was to- 
day sentenced to be hanged on the 16th day of Janu- 
ary, 1692. The crime for which Boyle is to suffer 
the death penalty was committed on Wednesday, 
the 12th day of August last. On that day two men, 


Patrick Boyle and John Muench, were together in 
Nameoki and drank at a saloon, at which time 
Muench paid for the drinks. 
In the evening they lef Nameoki together to go to 
Mitchell. They had ouly gone a short distance when 
soyle, who had suggested that they walk in sfngle 
file to make the tramping easier, with Muench walk- 
ing ahead, shot him in the backand atthe same 
time demanded his money. The wounded man 
turned over his money and a bundle of clothes to the 
other. Boyle ordered him togo back to Nameokt, 
which he managed to do, going to a saloon there. 
Muench was a stranger, and having no friends was 
taken charge of by the county authorities, He died 
in the county hospital four days after being shot. On 
Thursday, tne 13th of August, Bovie was arrested in 
Carlinville, charged with the crime. The ciothing 
taken from Muench was found in his possession, 
After being arrested Boyle made his es- 
cape from the officers, but was re- 
taken afterwards by a posse in search, 
some forty miles from the piace of escape. There 
was no difiiculty in identifying him, as he had not 
succeeded in freeing his wrists from the Sheriff's 
shackies. He wastaken before Muench and idesti: 
fied by him on the day before his death. 
Boyle denied the charge from the first, but has 
never been able to give a satisfactory account of him- 
he canie by the clothing be- 
Muench His trial took 
on Dec. . at which he was 
represented by Attorneys Siatts and Early, but there 
was little for the defense to work on, though Boyle 
gwore toanalibi. Allthe testimony was damaging, 
and when the case was given to the jury, at6 p. m., 
they were notiong in finding a verdict of guilty. 
fixing hanging es the penalty. Boyle was brought 
to hear the verdict; he seemed 
by it than any one 
in tb room. He is not defiant 
but appears insensible to the gravity of the situation.

Field, in the court at White Plains at 10 
o’clock Saturday.

Davenport’s minions did not interest the 
court officials one way or another, They 
had grown accustomed tothem and seemed 
toregardthemin the light of a necessary 
evil to be acceptedas a matter of course, 
Atthe end of three days the man disap- 
peared and another took his place, Probably 
noone around Judge McAdams’ court was 
aware thatany change had been made in 
Davenport’s staff. Had Judge McAdams or 
any of the Superior Court officials Known 
who this slender agent of Mr. Davenport was 
who watched them go critically there would 
have beena sensation, lhe was none other 
thana distinguished Senator of the United 
States, and his name is-Wm. E, Chandler. 
Startling asit may seem, it is, nevertheless, 
afact that Wm. E. Chandler, a Senator of 
the United States from the State of New 
Hampshire, spent three days in Judge Mc- 
Adams’ court-room during thé naturalization 
period in October and studied the process of 
naturalization, disguised as an employe of 
Davenport. His object would have been 
partially if not wholly defeated, if he had 
visited the court rooms in his official capac- 
ity.

GHOSTLY MISSIVES. 
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Strange Messages Received From the 
Other World. . 


EITHER AN UNCANNY MYSTERY OR A 
HEARTLESS HOAX. 


William Hershaw, a Nebraska Farmer, 
Receives Letters From His Dead and 
Buried Wife—She Appoints Meetings 
at Various Places—The Grave Ex- 
amined—A Queer Story. 


NEBRASKA CITY, Neb., Dec. 17.—William 
Harshaw, a well-to-do farmer, living about 
two miles west of this city, is either the vic- 
tim ofa most cruel practical joke, ora con- 
vert tothe belief of spititualism. His story, 
which dates back to 1888, is most certainly a 
queerone. Onthe 20th day of June, 1888, Mr. 
Harshaw wasa struggling farmer in Ohlo. 
He had married the year before, and one 
month before his wedding anniversary his 
wife died, leaving alittle girl asa token of 
her love and _e affection. The child 
survived its mother but a few 
days, andthen joined the silent majority. 


davghter, Mr. Harshaw movedto Nebraska, 
renting a farm near this city, where he has 
prospered until the shadow (as he calls it) 
fellupon his path, His story, as tolda Posrt- 
DISPATCH correspondent, savors somewhat 
of the supernatural, but his good standing 
in the community is proof that heis sincere. 

Mr. Harshaw says that after he rented his 
farm and had one year’s success, he received 
a letter dated from his old home in 
Ohio, which was unmistakably in his 
wife’s handwriting. Old letters received 
from her in thelr happy sweetheart days, 
whieh he still preserves, were compared 
with this letter and found to be almost iden- 
tical. The contents of the letter, while not 
fully made known to your correspondent, 
were to the effect that she greatly missed 
him and hoped he would soon join her in 
happiness for alltime. The letter said fur- 
ther that he would hear from her soon again, 
as quickly as she could walk to Nebraska 
City. 

Mr. Harshaw saysthe letter somewhat un- 
settled him, but was nothing to viis nerves 
that the second one was. The second letter 
followed about three’ weeks later and was 
dated Oberlin, Kan. The writer claimed to 
have walked from Ohioto Oberlin, and was

QuEBEC, Dec. 18.—The action of the 
Crown’s representative, Licut.-Gov. Angers, 
in dissolving the Quebec Ministry has en- 
raged the adherents of Mercler and the 
French party generally. 

Threats of armed resistance tothe consti- 
tuted authority are freely made. The Tele- 
graph, organ of ex-Premier Mercier, says that 
jeading Liberals, claiming they can not at- 
tain their ends by peaceful means, will fight 
for them, as their forefathers did in the re- 
bellion which gained Constitutional Govern- 
ment for the old Province of Canada. Under 
the existing system Ministers remain in 
power so long as they have the confidence of 
a majority of the House. Mercier and his 
Ministers control a majority of twenty, and 
yet they have been dismissed. 

The only precedent in Canada for the dis- 
missal of the Government by the Lieutenant- 
Governor instead of by the House was that of 
Gov. Letellier who, in 15537, dismissed the 

present Lieutenant -Governer (Angers) from 
power and was bimself officially decapitated 
therefor, but Gov. Angers’ action is based on 
the report of the Royal Commission, convict- 
ing the Governor of malfeasance In office. 
Nevertheless the extremest among Mercler’s 
friends and supporters are repeating the 
threats that they will burn Spencer Wood, 
the residence of the Governor, and commit 
other violence, repeating the outrages of 
over fifty years ago, when the Parliament 
Jiouse in Montreal was destroyed by political

In other States where 
there was a partial loss of the crops, food 
was supplied crows the States where the crops 
were good.

ties. Exaggerated reports have been sent to
